To do this Japanese representa- 
tives entered the International 
Settlement to assume charge of 
postoffices, cable and radio ad- 
ministrations, and broadcasting 
stations hitherto operated by the 
Chinese government. 


JAPAN SAYS TROOPS

SHANGHAI, Nov. 26.—(P) 


General Matsui, in a call to 
China to abandon all hope for 
aid from abroad and yield to 
Japan, said today: 

“China must abandon her 
policy of depending on Ameri- 
can and European’ countries, 
and American and European 
peoples must understand that 
their support of Chinese pol- 
icy never can contribute to 
peace in the Orient. 

“The Chinese people must - 
recognize that Japanese troops 
are China’s real friends. They 
now are sacrificing themselves 
to rescue the 400,000,000 Chi- 
nese from the Nanking govern- 
ment’s anti-Japanese policy.”

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MACHADO 1S HELD 
AS CUBAN FUGITIVE 


Former President Ar- 
rested in New York Hos- 
pital by U. S. Marshal. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—(/)— 
Gerardo Machado, 68, once popu- 
lar “strong man” president of 
Cuba, now weak and old and ill, 
was arrested today by a United 
deputy marshal. He is 
wanted in the contry he once ruled 
on charges of murder, embezzle- 
ment and other crimes. 

A 24-hour guard was placed 


over the former president, al- 
though his lawyer and nurse said 
his condition was critical and it 
was “distinctly possible” that he 
might die soon. 

A fugitive, he will answer Cuba’s 
demand for his extradition next 
Monday if he is able to be remov- 
ed to the Federal building, four 
miles from the hospital. 

General Machado’s four years of 
freedom in the Bahamas, Canada, 
the Dominican Republic and Euro- 
pean cities ended a few days after 
his lawyer, Francis A. O’Neill, of- 
fered to surrender him to federal 
authorities. 

The charges against. Machado 
arose from revolutionary riots of 
August, 1933, which drove him 
from office. He fled while mobs 
roamed the streets of Havana cry- 
ing for the life of the “bloody de- 
spot.” More than 21 were killed 


and 200 wounded before Macha-

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7 ON THE RECORD 

In the November 23 issue of Labor, organ 
of the Railroad Brotherhoods, is an article 
quoting Lawrence Connery, successor in con- 
gress to his brother, a co-author of the Black- 
Connery wages and hours bill, as saying that a 
quotation in a recent editorial in The Consti- 
tution “is a lie, made out of whole cloth.” 

The quotation declared that the late Rep- 
resentative Connery, brother of Lawrence, urged 
New England textile manufacturers to support 
the wages and hours bill on the ground that it 
would end southern competition. 

Representative William Connery, speaking at 
a textile conference at Lawrence, Mass., said: 
“Every manufacturer in New England, as well 
as every employe, should be for the minimum 
Wage and maximum hour bill for the textile 
industry because it will take care of the unfair 
southern competition.” 

Those are Representative William Connery’s 
exact words. They were, of course, intended 
only for the ears of the New England textile 
people, appealing to sectional prejudice. Un- 
doubtedly, now they have been quoted in the 
south and in other sections of the country, the 
supporters of the wages and hours bill would 
like them unsaid, if possible. For they reveal 
the sectionalism cat in the bag in unmistakable 
terms. But merely branding The Constitution 
as guilty of “a lie, made out of whole cloth.” 
will not unsay the unfortunate and ill--iudged 
language. 

The only misleading word in the late Repre- 
sentative Lawrence’s assertion is the adjective 
“unfair.” There is nothing unfair in “southern 
competition,” as Representative Lawrence Con- 
nery, as well as his late brother, knew well. 

The only “unfairness” in textile competition 
between the south and New England has been 
the outrageously unjust railroad freight rates 
which, for half a century, have penalized the 
southern manufacturer in order to give a pat- 
ently unfair advantage to his New England 
rival. It would take far more than the present 
small difference in textile wages between the 
two sections to offset the $25 per carload added 
freight cost which stands between the south- 
ern manufacturer and his market, compared to 
the cost of transporting New England manu- 
factured goods to that same market, although 
it is actually nearer the southern plant. 

The extent to which advocates of the wages 
and hours bills will go in circulating unwarrant- 
ed propaganda for their pet measure was well 
illustrated by the article, “All Work and No 
Pay,” which appeared in Collier’s Weekly some 
weeks ago. Despite the generally happy rela- 
tionship between southern textile manufac- 
turers and their employes, the writer of that 
article sought to prove that mill workers in the 
south are held in peonage, laboring without pay 
at all, merely because he found one case where 
a man had obligated himself for a week’s pay 
before pay day. 

The charge is absurd. If it were sound, there 
are many earning high income who are in 
“neonage” merely because they have spent their 
income, through the use of credit, before it is 
actually received. 

The late Representative William Connery 
made a startling disclosure in that speech in 
Massachusetts and the disavowals by his broth- 
er cannot recall the words. 

And, at the same time, it is passing strange 
that apostles of the wages and hours bill can- 
not see the obvious, economic fact that every 
government effort to tamper with workers’ pay 
has resulted in seriously reducing the purchas- 
ing power in the workers’ pay envelope. 


HIGH ENOUGH ALREADY 

The general assembly should give careful 
consideration to the undesirable effects which 
would follow such an increase in the present 
taxes on beer as that proposed in bills now 
pending before the house. 

There is a very real danger that, if the pres- 
ent beer tax is increased, the result will be the 
killing of the goose now laying golden eggs. 
The distributors of beer in Georgia are already 
absorbing a tax as large as they can meet 
without directly passing it on to the consumer. 
Additional taxes would mean increasing: the 
price of the bottled brew and there would be no 
more draught beer at 5 cents the glass. This 
would, inevitably, mean a heavy reduction in 
the amount of the beverage consumed, bringing 
a loss in revenue, instead of the increase sought. 

The proceeds of the beer tax are appropriat- 
ed to supply free textbooks in all the public 
schools of Georgia. Revenue for this purpose 
must not be imperiled. 

In addition, there is another fundamentally 
important consideration. The legislature has 
been called to devise an equitable system of 
taxation, one that divides the burden in fair 
proportion among all citizens of the state and 
all activities of merchandising. 


To place such a tax as that proposed on beer _| 


would be inequitable. It would be unfair taxa- 
tion of a single product. 

Beer is already bearing all the tax load pos- 
sible. Justice and economic considerations alike 
protest against any increase in that burden. 


ATLANTA’S SHOPPERS GET BUSY 

All through the business hours of yesterday 
the streets of the city were snarled and 
congested with traffic; the sidewalks were 
thronged with bustling crowds; the store dis- 
play windows were surrounded with fascinated 
spectators, and the stores themselves were 
packed with eager, yet discriminating, buyers. 

For Atlanta yesterday began her Christmas 
shopping. 

Early, yes. But there are reasons. 

The Christmas stocks are already full at 
most of the stores. The goods are fresh, un- 
picked-over and the range of selection is com- 
plete. Prices have been set at figures to tempt 
the most parsimonious buyers and it is evident 
there is no reason whatever to wait until nearer 
Christmas Day. 

And, in large measure, yesterday’s response 
of the call to go a-shopping for Christmas was 
the response to the counsel appearing in Thurs- 
day morning’s Constitution, to make holiday 
gift selections now. The paper was filled with 
the call to Yuletide buying. From first page 
to last, it told the story of early Christmas 
shopping and scores of alluring advertisements, 
from retail establishments, backed that story 
with irresistible bargains. 

The shoppers of Atlanta read the call in The 
Constitution, and responded en masse. 

All of which is further reason for continued 
early Christmas shopping. For if the streets 
and the stores were so well filled yesterday, 
imagine, if you can, what they will be like as 
the holiday draws nearer. 


THE WAGNER-VAN NUYS BLUNDER 

Referring to the Wagner-Van Nuys anti- 
lynching bill, which has been occupying the 
time of the United States senate despite that 
it was not included, directly or indirectly, in 
the purposes for which the special session was 
called, the Washington Post, in a recent edi- 
torial says: 

Congress might better abandon all legislative 
efforts to minimize lynching than to indulge in 
such a blunder. (Enactment of the Wagner-Van 
Nuys bill.) Before this measure is again pre- 
sented to the senate it should be thoroughly re- 
vised to a basis of co-operation between local and 
federal authorities. And if that is found to be 
impracticable, the only reasonable alternative is 
to abandon it entirely. 

The lynching problem is, admittedly, a seri- 
ous one. No intelligent, decent citizen condones 
or excuses this most barbaric of modern-day 
crimes. The senators and representatives, chief- 
ly from the south, who have opposed the pres- 
ent bill, cannot, in any respect, be accused of 
favoring lynching. 

Senator Walter F. George, of Georgia, is 
typical of the southerners who have spoken 
against the measure. He is quoted by the Post, 
from his speech against the Wagner-Van Nuys 
bill, as describing mob violence as a “horrid, 
horrible, brutal outrage which no one defends.” 

The vast majority of southerners agree with 
Senator George. They agree with him also, 
however, in his opposition to this bill. 

The bill takes the wrong approach to the 
lynching problem. Unlike the antikidnaping 
bill, it does not provide for co-operation be- 
tween local and federal law-enforcement au- 
thorities, but seeks to impose federal penalties 
upon local representatives of the people. The 
provisions of the bill are not only in violation 
of the right of each state to exercise its own 
police powers, but are insulting to a free peo- 
ple. It is on this ground that southern opposi- 
tion is based. The bill, in fact, might easfly, by 
arousing sectionalism, encourage the very crime 
it seeks to prevent. : 

The south, with the rest of the nation, will 
welcome any just, constructive law which prom- 
ises to wipe from the national records the black 
smirch of lynch law. Whether lynching occurs 
in the south, in the north, west or east, it is 
a degrading, outrageous affront to civilization. 

But it will never be ended through such 
politically inspired, blundering, mistaken legis- 
lation as that proposed in the Wagner-Van 
Nuys bill.

DEBTS ALL OF US OWE 
(From the Greenville Piedmont.) 

Mr. Carson was a wealthy San Francisco busi- 
nessman who, when it came time for him to die, 
had neither chick nor child to leave his money to. 

He owned some $1,800,000 worth of this 
world’s goods, and he didn’t quite like the idea 
of handing it all in a lump to some impersonal 
philanthropic organization. 

_ So when he sat down to make out his will he 
simply wrote the names of everybody who had 
been kind to him, everybody whose courtesy, ef- 
ficiency or helpfulness had made his life a little 
pleasanter—and divided his. bequests among all 
of them. 

The maids, janitors, bellhops, waiters and ele- 
vator boys at his hotel got bequests; so did the 
employes of the country club where he played 
golf, people in the hospitals where he had been a 
patient, the church he attended, the university 
from which he had been graduated, and so on. 

Altogether, more than 100 people. were named 
in his’ will, for amounts varying from $500 to 
$10,000. 

For all of us, as we travel on toward the 
graves that await us, carry with us debts just like 
those which this millionaire paid in his will. We 
don’t often stop to think about them, but they 
exist. It’s a good idea to stop and tabulate them 
once in a while. Life consists of an infinite num- 
ber of small human contacts. 

Imagine what a miserable day you would put 
in if, some morning, you should find all of these 
people falling down on their jobs; if their pleas- 
ant efficiency should be replaced by grumpiness, 
slovenliness and laxity. 

Corner cop, street car conductor, filling sta- 
tion attendant, phone girl, lunchroom waitress, 
man-at-the-next-desk, janitor, mailman, store 
clerk—all together, they could ruin your day be- 
yond repair; in a week they could drive you crazy.

In this series of articles I have 
not been presenting the case for 
the private utilities. I have been 
trying to point out that to solve 
the utility problem, as well as to 
solve other economic problems, 
we need recovery of the rational 
processes of liberal democracy. 

Two basic theses of Mr. Justice 
Brandeis, stated in certain historic 
opinions, may be cited: “The 
greatest danger to liberty lurks in 
insidious encroachments by men of 
zeal, well meaning, but without 
understanding.” And “to declare 
that in the administration .... the 
end justifies the means... would 
bring terrible retribution. Against 
that pernicious doctrine, this court 
should resolutely set its face.”

A Trumpet Blast. 


CHICAGO.—Marshal Bluecher, 
commander-in-chief of the Soviet 
Union’s Far Eastern 
nounced for the umpteenth time 
that his country is ready for war. 
From the cocky tone of the Red 
commander’s manifesto one would 
almost gain the impression that 
the Soviet state is eager for war. 
But this is deception. The prin- 
ciple laid down by Nicolo Machia- 
velli is that in international af- 
fairs you must draw your oppo- 
nent’s or prospective opponent’s 
attention to the very opposite of 
what you have in view. 

In reality Russia’s leaders— 
what is left of them—are mortally 
afraid of war. For they know that 
their chances of coming through 
victoriously are infinitesimal. 
Every observer on the spot is con- 
vinced that the government can 
place absolute reliance on its first- 
line troops, because of the heavy 
Communist representation in the 
ranks. The regular army is 40 
per cent Communistic, it is said. 

I believe. that this is only nomi- 
nally so. A Red army officer told 
me once that 80 per cent of the 
members of the Communist party 
are hostile to Stalin to such a de- 
gree that they would welcome de- 
feat by a foreign army as the only 
way in which to get rid of the 
detested dictator. I know this is 
contrary to the picture of a “be- 
loved chief” and “father of the 
people” and “conductor of the 
world’s proletariat” which is gen- 
erally presented, but I think it is 
quite near the truth.

Peasants vs. Stalin. 


In so far the second and third- 
line troops, the reserves, are con- 
cerned, there is no doubt at all 
that the peasants on the whole 
hate Stalin and the regime which 
robbed them of their land, by the 
collectivization of agriculture, are 
totally unreliable.

BY 430 DOCTORS 


Statement Issued by New 
England Group To Correct 
Misinterpretations. 


BOSTON, Nov. 26—(P)—A 
committee of 430 physicians, many 
of them nationally prominent, to- 
day issued a statement rejecting 


“so-called state medicine” in the 
sense of regulation of medical care 
directly imposed by government. 
The same committee on Novem- 
ber 7, a spokesman said, placed 
before the profession a statement 
that medicine could no longer be 
financed by private endowments 
and payments from the sick. 
Today’s statement, said Dr. Al- 
lan M. Butler, spokesman for the 
committee, was designated to cor- 
rect misinterpretations placed on 
the original proposals by the 
American Medical Association. 
Health Government Concern. 
The November 7 declaration of 
“principles and proposals” sug- 
gested use of public funds, under 
the control of existing institutions 
and “only upon the basis of dem- 
onstrated need.” It added that 
“the health of the peuple is a 
direct concern of the government. 
This, the committee declared in 
its current statement, was not 
“so-called state medicine.” Fur- 
thermore, it added, the plan was 


. elastic enough to permit its adop- 


tion only to the extent necessary 
to relieve any given condition in 
any given community. 

The committee reaffirmed its 
position in two separate articles 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Possible alternatives, Dr. Butler 
said, were health insurance dis- 
approved by the A. M. A., or di- 
rect government intervention, for 
which the committee had organ- 
ized for “the prime purpose of 
preventing.” 

Privately, doctors viewed to- 
day’s statement as a bid for a re- 
study of the committee’s position 
by the A. M. A., and as a sign 
that the committee had not split 
with the controlling body of the 
medical profession.

TO DISEASE VICTIM 


Search Continues in Fight 
on Deadly Infection. 


WINDSOR, Ont., Nov. 26.—(Ca- 
nadian Press)—The search went 
on tonight for a rare type of hu- 
man blood needed to save the life 
of 28-year-old Weston W. Fletch- 
er, of Grand Blanc, Mich., ill of a 
deadly infection, streptococcus 
viridans. 

Fifteen hundred persons offer- 
ed aid today, but physicians said 
not more than 10 per cent of them 
had the right type of blood and 
only four had had the disease. 
Both requirements are necessary 
for effective transfusion which 
doctors said must be made within 
a week to save his life.

tion as 7,577 in favor and 1,247 
against the plan. 

| The Louisiana conference, in 
s€ssion at Shreveport, was the last 
to act. It favored the union by a 
215-to-10 margin. 

All of the church’s 43 confer- 
ences have voted except the Cuba 
and China groups. The Cuba con- 
ference meets December 30 and 
the one in China probably will 
convene early next year. 

Others Give Approval. 

The other two branches of the 
church—the Methodist Episcopal 
and the “Methodist Protestant 
church—already have gone on 
record in favor of unification. 

Southern Methodists will take 
final action at their quadrennial 
conference starting at Birming- 
ham next April 28.

“The present general assembly,” 
Yeomans ruled, “now has plenary 
power to deal with the whole sub- 
ject of exemption including the 
rules,. regulations and machinery 
for determining the value of the 
exemption claimed and to lower 
the amount of the exemption from 
the $2,000 provided in the consti- 


»| tution to not less than $1,250, the 


downward limit fixed by the con- 
stitution. 

Off the floor, Senator Jeff Pope, 
author of the bill, contended it

Action Deferred. 

He said action was deferred un- 
til Monday "because several sen- 
ators were absent today.” 

The bill before the _ senate 
exempts up to $2,000 owner-oc- 
cupied homes from all taxation for 
state, county and school purposes. 

Under the other bill, household 
and kitchen furniture, domestic 
animals, tools and implements are 
exempted from all taxation for 
state, county, municipal and school 
purposes up to $300. 

It provides that if the official re- 
ceiving an application “is dissatis- 
fied with the valuation of any item 
or items, he shall place such val- 
ues in their stead as he thinks 
just and lawful.” The owner can 
appeal to the board of tax asses- 
sors of the county or municipality 
“whose decision shall be final.” 

Senator Walter Harrison, of 
Millen, cast the only vote against 
the personal property tax exemp- 
tion bill.

TAX ON PLANES’ GAS 


Port Only ‘Road’ Used by 
Aircraft, Sponsor of 
Bill Declares. 


Efforts to allocate the tax on 
gasoline sold for aviation purposes 
to municipal airports for improve- 
ments and maintenance will prob- 
ably be made during this session 
of the legislature, it was said yes- 
terday.

No matter what their records 
have been in past seasons, the 
country’s fans have observed the 
tradition of turning over the stage 
front and center to the admirals 
and generals-to-be. But that tra- 
dition takes a rude kick in the 
pants this year. 

The applecart upsetters are 
those gridiron observers who will 
be more interested in reports from 
Durham, N. C., and New York’s 
Yankee stadium than in develop- 
ments at the Philadelphia munici- 
pal stadium, where 105,000 cus- 
tomers will witness the service 
classic renewal. 

Durham, N. C., is the home of 
Duke University, and Duke Uni- 
versity’s. footbal: team furnished 
the final obstacle in the Pittsburgh 
Panthers’ march to a season un- 
marred by defeat. Yankee stadium 
will be the site of the 1937 “Battle 
of the Bronx,” pairing undefeated, 
Pitt-tied Fordham with the wily 
but underdog forces of New York 
University. 

CROWDS AND BOWLS. 
These three games—the Army- 
Navy duel because of color, tradi- 
tion, the fact that there’s some- 
thing about a sailor, or a soldier, 
and the mere presence of the 
year’s biggest crowd, the other 
two because of their direct bear- 
ing on various “bowl” situations 
—completely overshadow  sched- 
uled activities on other gridirons 
throughout the land. 

Pitt is going down to Duke’s 
home ground, where a crowd of 
45,000 is expected, for the first 
time since 2, where the Pan- 
thers romped to victory against 
a team that had not yet become 
a leading football power. Since 
that time, under Wallace Wade, 
the Blue Devils have played five 
games with eastern elevens and 
won them all. 

Pitt’s principal rival for eastern 
championship honors is Fordham, 
and both still are considered in 
the running for invitation to either 
the Rose or Sugar Bowl. They 
will remain that way, of course, 
only if Pittsburgh does conquer 
Duke and Fordham, gifted for once 
with a smart, wide-open attack 
in addition to its usual stubborn 
defense, gains ample revenge for 
last season’s 7-6 setback by N. Y. 
U. the experts’ odds say both will 
come through. 

ARMY FAVORED. 

There'll be less than usual to 
choose between Army and Navy. 
The Midshipmen won last year, 
7-0, on a gridiron that had been 
painted green expressly for this 
game. No matter what color it’s 
painted tomorrow, it will form a 
fitting backdrop for the customary 
savage blocking and tackling— 
and, if the soothsayers are cor- 
rect, for victory by a mediocre 
Army squad that suffered no de- 
feat as onesided as Navy’s 26-6 
rout by Princeton last Saturday. 

Beyond these three games, 
which should draw more. than 
200,000 spectators, action will be 
equally intense if less important 
from a nation-wide aspect.

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TRIAL DATES SET 
FOR 0 IN SLAYING 


Attorney Cobb Moved to 
Augusta Jail After Wom- 
an Surrenders. 


AUGUSTA, Nov. 26.—(4)—The 
Augusta Chronicle learned tonight 
that Judge William Woodrum, of 
the Ogeechee circuit, has set the 


trial date for five persons held in 


connection with the slaying last 
September of Charlie L. Daugh- 
try, wealthy Screven county 
farmer. 

Announcement that the date had 
been set was made by Judge G. C. 
Dekle, of Millen, shertly after Al- 
bert L. Cobb, Savannah attorney 
and one of the five being held, was 
transferred from the Bulloch coun- 
ty jail at Statesboro to the Rich- 
mond county jail in Augusta. 

Judge Dekle, one of several at- 
torneys employed as counsel for 
the five, said the date had been 
set for January “even though the 
defense urged that the trial be set 
for not later than a week from 
Monday. 

Cobb's transfer to Augusta was 
effected, Sheriff J. J. Griffin, of 
Screven county, said, “because we 
don’t want any two (of the five) 
held in the same jail.” Cobb had 
been held at Statesboro since his 
arrest, but yesterday Miss Marie 
Daughtry, long-missing daughter 
of the slain man and charged with 
being an accessory in his slaying, 
surrendered voluntarily and was 
lodged in the Bulloch jail. Three 
others are incarcerated in separate 
jcils, but Judge Dekle said he will 
present a petition to Judge Wood- 
rum within “the next three or four 
days” asking that the jurist “fix 
and grant bail” for the five de- 
fendants. 

Before being brought to Augus- 
ta, Cobb, attorney for Miss Daugh- 
try, said the daughter of the dead 
man followed his advice in sur- 
rendering yesterday. 

Upon being brought to Augusta, 
Cobb told Sheriff:Griffin he was 
“too tired” to talk with newspa- 
permen and did not “feel like see- 
ing company.” 

He issued a statement from his 
cell saying she could not have 
been forced to come to Georgia, 
that she could have “successfully 
resisted extradition and she was 
so advised.” 

The body of her father, Charlie 
Daughtry, was found in his auto- 
mobile near his home at Rocky 
Ford, September 24. He had been 
shot several times. 

The others held in the case are 
Ralph Newton and Osborne New- 
ton, named as principals, and Joe 
Newton, Bloomington, Ga., store- 
keeper, father of Ralph Newton. 
Joe Newton, Cobb and Miss 
Daughtry were named as acces- 
sories before the fact.

WE CALLED IT ODD HOUSE. 

Up and coming business woman 
announces she is looking for a 
building lot on which she can build 


a house without a front yard but 
with plenty of space in the rear 
yard. “And we’re not going to 


have any dining room,” she ad- 


vises, “but eat all over the house, 
in the patio and in the garden. We 
are going to have a big kitchen 
with a rugged fireplace, and down 
the middle of the room a heavy 
long table with benches with backs 
along either side of it. Our guests 
always settle in the kitchen any- 
way, SO we may as well go early 
American.”

Vogues come and go and that 
for the curvesome Mae West fig- 
ure has gone. There is no doubt 
about it, too ample curves are 
aging and the modern woman will 
have no avoirdupois, thank you! 

A lot of credit is due Miss West. 


She helped to restore figures to 
normal. After the fashion of re- 
formers, Mae West swung to the 
other extreme, but she was. a de- 
lightful change from the scrawny 
vogue. She awakened us and made 
us realize how frightfully angular 
we were, 

There has always been a sus- 
picion in my mind that the en- 
thusiasm for the Westward curves 
was largely promoted by _ the 
buxom girls. She’ certainly show- 
ed them how to get away with a 
few excess pounds! The average 
woman, however, would rather 
look like a belle of the thirties, 
so curves are back to normal. 

Today’s ideal figure is supple 
and slim, giving the appearance of 
agelessness. Curves? Yes! But the 
curves of beautifully toned mus- 
cles, not of -xcess fat. The waist- 
line is trim, hips are molded and 
the bust high and firm. This is 
the figure you might have by ac- 
cident at 18, but which you have 
only by exercise at 30. It was 
James Montgomery Flagg who 
said that any girl can have a 
beautiful figure at 20, but that it 
is the woman of 40 who deserves 
credit. 


Exercise of this type keeps the 
figure young and supple. 


When you add an ex inch 
to your waistline you ad two 
years to your figure. The youth- 
ful figure has a seven to nine-inch 
difference between the bust meas- 
urement and the waistline. Then, 
to be in proportion, the hipline 
should not be more than three 
inches larger than the bust meas- 
urement. If your weight is within 

0 per cent of normal and you 
have these proportions, you have 
a lovely figure. 

Streamlines mean curves, not 
angles, and normal weight, not 
underweight. The underweight 
needs more milk ana rest, and the 
overweight needs fewer desserts 
and fats... and both need exer- 
cise to keep their curves lovely.

Position: Down on the floor on 
the hands and knees.

POLIO. VICTIM DIES 
DESPITE “IRON LUNG’ 


23-Year-Oid Wisconsin 
Youth Was Stricken 
One Week Ago. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—()— 
James Helmer, 23-year-old infan- 
tile paralysis victim, died at 2:30 
p. m. today in St. Luke’s hospital. 

Since early Thursday, when he 
was speeded here 249 miles from 
Stevens Point, Wis., by special 
train, he was kept alive by means 


of an “iron lung” similar to the 
one in which another famed infan- 
tile paralysis patient, Frederick B. 
Snite Jr., has lived more than 18 
months. 

Helmer was placed in an “iron 
lung” at St. Luke’s hospital early 
yesterday, only seven ,minutes 
after the Soo Line train arrived. 
His father, Dr. Philip A. Helmer, 
Kewanee, III., dentist, had an am- 
bulance waiting when the train 
pulled in. Police cleared a path 
for the two-mile race to the hos- 
pital. 

Helmer, student manager of the 
1936 football team at Marquette 
University, Milwaukee, Wis., was 
stricken last Tuesday, one week 
after he went to work for an in- 
surance company. 

Attended by tw- physicians and 
several nurses, the young man was 
placed under an oxygen tent and 
rushed to Chicago in a two-coach 
train. Other trains were taken off 
the route to allow the special’s 


| passage. 


When he was placed in the 
“lung” his temperature was 102. 
Several hours later it had dropped 
to 101.4. 

For a time his condition im- 
proved and his spirits rose.

CHARGE ANSWERED 
BY ‘ELIXIR’ MAKER 


Claims Drug Administra- 
tion Is Trying To Stam- 
pede Congress. 


BRISTOL, Tenn., Nov. 26.—() 
Dr. S. E. Masserigill charged today 
that deaths attributed to the drug 
“elixir sulfanilamide,” prepared in 
his laboratory, had been used by 
the United States Food and Drug 
Administration in an effort to 
“stampede congress into giving 
them powers they had, heretofore, 
been refused.” 

Dr. Massengill made his state- 
ment after the administration in a 
report to congress urged more 
stringent drug control legislation. 
The report charged 73 persons had 
died as a result of taking the 
“elixir.” 

Dr. Massengill is head of the S. 
E. Massengill Company which dis- 
tributed the solution. He said his 
company had paid only two fines 
during its 31 years of operation, 
adding: “When the amount of 
business we have done is taken 
into consideration, I believe this 
is the nearest perfect record of 
any pharmaceutical manufacturer 
in the United States.” 

He denied that the elixir sulfa- 
nilamide had been rushed on the 
market before being tested. “I am 
not defending the preparation,” he 
‘said, “but several hundred pa- 
tients took it With good results.” 

He said the preparation was 
“properly labeled ‘elixir.’ ” 

“TI am heartily in favor of the 
passage of the food\and drug act 
now pending in congress,” he 
added.

Chief Executive To Leave Capital Tonight, Expects To 
Arrive at Warm Springs and Gain 
Second Week of Next Month.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.— 
President Roosevelt expects to ar- 
rive at Warm Springs the second 
week in December after spending 
a’week fishing off the Florida 
coast, the White House indicated 
today in announcing that the chief 
executive plans to leave here‘ to- 
morrow night for Miami.

at Warm Springs December 6 and 
7, following which he will stop 
over in Gainesville to take part in 
the dedication of a monument to 
the city’s reconstruction after the 
tornado of last year. 

Gainesville Ceremonies. 

Chances are, it was said, that 
the Gainesville ceremonies will be 
set for either December 8 or 9. 

Leaving Washington tomorrow 
night at 11 o’clock, Mr. Roosevelt, 
it was announced, will proceed to 
Miami leisurely and board the

forning for a fishing cruise 

around the coast. Where or when 
he will disembark for the return 
trip by way of Warm Springs and 
Gainesville has not been finally 
determined. Some official an- 
nouncement as to his actual iti- 
nerary probably will be forthcom- 
ing tomorrow. 

. Whether the President will find 
time on the visit to Warm Springs 
to confer with governors of the 
southeastern states, which formed 
an important part of his earlier 
plans, was likewise not indicated. 
It was made clear, however, that 
a subsequent date for such a meet- 
ing will be fixed probably in 
Washington if the revised program 
for the Warm Springs trip does 
not make such a conference pos- 
sible.

Four Million Tons Now Esti- 


mate of Weight.

FLORIDA LOSES TILT 
“IN CEMENT ACT SUIT 


U. S. Court Restrains En- 
forcement of Inspection 


Law; Hull Enters Case. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 26.—(/) 
A three-judge federal court to- 
night issued a preliminary injunc- 
tion restraining enforcement of a 
Florida cement inspection law de- 
scribed by opponents as a statute 
which, if upheld, might lead to 
chaos for American foreign trade. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
stepped into the case as “amicus 
curiae,” (friend of the court) to 
denounce the law, which places an 
inspection fee of 15 cents per 100 
pounds on cement imported into 
‘Florida from foreign countries. 

However, in arguments before a 
three-judge court here, propo- 
nents claimed the state was with- 
in constitutional bounds in levy- 
ing the fee and did so to prevent 
the importation of inferior cement. 

The case was brought into fed- 
eral court by the Bimi Trading, 
Inc., a New York cement import- 
ing firm, after the Florida supreme 
court upheld the act. That opinion 
came as a result of action by the 
Portland Cement Company, of 
Tampa, Fla., to compel officials to 
enforce the law.
